(Revisited) 


August 1997... another hot summer in the filled with punk rock 
shows, touring bands, and the usual harassment by the anti-fun 
brigade a.k.a. the police. In Minneapolis, this summer's bullshit 
went beyond the usual "mild" intimidation, harassment, and petty 
arrests of punks and other "freak s." Here as in most cities 
around the world, the police have instituted their own brand of 
"street justice" against what they see as undesirable elements 
of society. As punks we face repression not only because of 
our political views, but the fact that we are young people, who 
traditionally, economically, and socially, occupy a lower rung 
on the social tadder. 

However, we are not alone facing this repression. Eth¬ 
nic minorities, immigrants. Queers, and women face daily ha¬ 
rassment, imprisonment. This issue of Profane Existence has 
extensive coverage covers the recent police attacks against 
punks in the Twin Cities and in Quebec. As welt we have re¬ 
printed an article on the vicious beating and gang-rape of Haitian 
immigrant Abner Louima by New York City cops. Each case is a re¬ 
minder that the police on our streets are out of control and enforce 
their wilt with the viciousness of rabid dogs. Just one week ago Minne¬ 
apolis cops (and heros of the Bombshelter riot) Lawrence Loonsfoot 
and Charlie Storlie shot and seriously wounded a Black Minneapolis 
youth who was playing with a pellet gun in his yard. The cops claim the 
boy raised the pistol at the at them but neighbors and family say other¬ 
wise.

faces. Red laser sight beams broke 
through the clouds of mace and ciga¬ 
rette smoke and one cop repeatedly 
yelled "get the fuck down" while point¬ 
ing his .45 hand-held howitzer in con¬ 
fused people's faces. Other cops 
yelled at people to get out, even 
though the entrance was blocked by 
their buddies who were also spray¬ 
ing mace and beating people at ran¬ 
dom: 5 ' . " 

More and more police began to ar¬ 
rive at the scene until there were over 
: 40 squad cars, parked three abreast 
up and down Bloomington Ave. We 
witnessed cars from several precincts 
scream into the area, with as many 
as four cops a piece inside, doors 
partially open to allow their fat occupants 
easier access to the ass-kicking they planned 
to dish out. As more cops arrived they im¬ 
mediately began beating people with their 
batons and pepper-gassing people on the 
street in front of the Bombshelter as they 
struggled to get away from the scene as fast 
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they are; beating people at random and 
spraying mace into the crowd who until a few 
minutes before were peacefully watching the 
band. When a dog goes rabid, the only re¬ 
course is to put it down, so understandably 
people began fighting back and the cops beat 
a hasty retreat with their prize in handcuffs. 
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dosed after brutal cops run rampant and riot... 


as possible. Officers were venting their an¬ 
ger on people who couldn't move fast 
enough—either because they were blind 
from being maced, dizzy from being hit, or 
just caught in the wrong place at the wrong 
time. One person was taking pictures of the 
cops' actions, but was soon confronted by a 
particularly ugly pig bastard and had his cam¬ 
era seized, the film torn out, and exposed. 
Many people from the mainly African-Ameri¬ 
can neighborhood came out to see what was 
going on and were obviously dismayed at 
what they saw happening. Many yelled 
shouts of support for the punks until they 
were chased back inside their homes by riot 
cops. 

As soon as the cops had a few minutes 
to put on their robocop outfits and organize 
their storm trooper ranks, they then began 
clearing the area by forcing anyone unlucky 
enough to still be in front of the Bombshelter 
out into the Bloomington and 


Monday. They were told by the top swine 
on duty that night, Lt. Steve "Boss Hog" Sizer, 
that they would be arrested for unlawful en¬ 
try if they attempted to get in. As it turns out, 
when the bands contacted the homicide de¬ 
tective assigned to the case the following 
Monday, the detective, Sgt. Andrew Smith, 
told them there was no reason whatsoever 
they couldn't just go in and get their stuff. 
One pig blowing over another's straw house! 
The cops were so elated on achieving abso¬ 
lute victory over the punks they even gave 
parking tickets to all of the vehicles in front 
of the Bombshelter that night. Dreadnaught 
received a ticket for a dirty license plate while 
Stray Bullets received one for "parking within 
30 feet of an intersection" although being 
parked legally in front of a meter! Who said 
the cops couldn't be petty? Ever see a cop 
wait for a green light? 

All told, thirteen people were arrested 
- v. that night, 


punks, with the cops seeking public sympa¬ 
thy to justify their rabid conduct. All told, six 
cops were hospitalized for minor injuries, al¬ 
though we suspect most of them were the 
result of cops going berserk and injuring 
themselves or each other. A common sight 
witnessed that evening was cops spraying 
each other with pepper spray in the chaos 
they created. We can only guess what other 
self-inflicted injuries their ineptitude caused. 

On Tuesday, July 22 the Minneapolis 
city attorney's office filed their official com¬ 
plaint against the ten people still held. All of 
the defendants received at least two felony 
charges; Riot Second Degree and Obstruc¬ 
tion of Legal Process or Arrest. Each charge 
has the penalty of 0-5 years in jail and/or 
fines up to $10,000. Others were with given 
additional charges; Assault in the Second 
Degree (felony), Assault in the Fourth De¬ 
gree (felony) and/or Assault in the Fifth De-

ANYONE WHO READ the article in 

last Sunday’s Star Tribune about the 40- 
plus police cars that swooped down on 
the Bombshelter in Minneapolis's 
Central neighborhood last Friday 
would have thought it was a punk- 
rock riot: “As many as 150 people 
threw rocks and bottles at dozens of 
officers responding to the scene at 
Lake St and Bloomington Ave. S.,” the 
paper reported, quoting MPD Lt Steve 
Sizer as saying die cops “were literal¬ 
ly fighting for their lives.” One officer's 

arm was broken in several places. 

But just who started the fight 
remains unclear. According to Jon 
Krupa, one of the concert organizers, 
police had their guns drawn as they 
chased a suspect into the venue. Panic 
ensued, he says, when police sprayed 
mace in the crowded basement. There 
was only one exit, and when concert- 
goers—suffocating in the poorly ven¬ 
tilated room—tried to flee, police beat 
them with clubs and flashlights, he 
says. Police put out an “officer down” 
call, and the dozens of cops who 
responded blocked off streets and beat 
anyone trying to leave.

“There was a girl standing next to 
me, and she didn't say a thing, but a cop 
punched her in the face,” says Rick 
West, a concert attendee who had a 
camera and began taking photos of 
the melee.

“When he saw my camera, he took it 
from me. I asked for my camera back, 
and he said, ‘No, you can't have it.'... 
The cop took my film out of the cam¬ 
era. He exposed it and threw it away. 
Then he threw my camera back at 
me.” At least one concertgoer recog¬ 
nized the officer and, pending the out¬ 
come of the charges filed against some

When San Francisco cops pepper spray a 
Black man to death?

Cops, La Migra, and prison guards bru¬ 
talize and murder people all over the 
country and are almost never pun¬ 
ished for their crimes against the 
people.

The INS treats immigrants like they're 
less than human. They cooperate with the 
police to criminalize them and brutalize and 
murder them at the border. The authorities 
treat our youth like permanent suspects who 
are guilty until proven innocent-if they sur¬ 
vive to prove their innocence. 

From arrest to trial to sentencing, the 
criminal justice system discriminates against 
Blacks, Latinos, and other people of color. 
Geronimo ji Jaga (Pratt) is out of jail, but 
Mumia Abu Jamal is still on death row and 
Leonard Peltier is still locked down, as are 
many other political prisoners.

We, In COBP, would like to thank Michael 
Novick for sending the message below. How¬ 
ever to find a full report on the events that 
passed in Quebec City and Montreal, please 
read further. Three COBP members (2 in 
Montreal, 1 in Quebec) were arrested dur¬ 
ing the riots in these two cities. Compiled by 
David, Caroline, and Dee with the help of 
the victims and other citizens who informed 
us of what happened. 

Rioting Erupts on 
Quebec Holiday 

QUEBEC (AP) - Police lobbed tear gas into 
crowds of young people near the Quebec legis¬ 
lature early today. They arrested 53 people as 
authorities tried to prevent the widespread riot¬ 
ing that marred the provincial holiday a year ago. 
More than 50,000 people attended a concert to 
kick off a day of provincewide celebrations for 
Fete Nationale. The concert ended at 4:30 a.m. 
The holiday, formerly known as St. Jean Baptiste 
Day, has evolved from honoring the patron saint 
of French Canadians to being the focus of sepa¬ 
ratist aspirations in Quebec. 

What realty happened in 
Quebec City? 

During the week prior to the St. Jean-Bapiste 
national holiday of Quebec, the Quebec 
City's police harassed marginalized people 
(mostly youth) on a daily basis. In this week 
before the holiday 700 tickets, of $135 each 
were handed out for things like walking on 
the grass, sitting on the grass, etc.in the park 
"Place d'Youville" and elsewhere in the same 
area of the city. As well, police had arrested 
175 people during this same time period for 
things like not having paid previous tickets 
(for similar "offences" as cited above). Also 
youth were constantly asked to indentify 
themselves all over the area of Old Quebec 
(downtown). Thus, there was a massive "so¬ 
cial cleansing". Last year for the St. Jean- 
Bapiste holiday there were 240 police 
present, this year there were 450, almost 
double. This doesn't include undercover 
cops. 

The riot police as usual ignited the riot. 
There was a person with a beer can, and 
the police wanted to pick the can up. The 
guy didn't comply. Then the police started to 
beat the hell out of the guy in front the crowd. 
There was only a few officiers present at that 
time. These officers waited for an hour for 
the anti-riot squad because this squad had 
just received a new formation and they 


wanted to implement their brand new plan. 
Their new plan was tear gas, advance, tear 
gas advance and beat the shit of the people 
you catch. They continually advanced toward 
the youth provoking a reaction. Then they 
arrested a hundred people, among them 33 
are still detained. The others were relased 
yesterday. Those in prison were not liberated 
until they could prove that they are able to 
pay the $1000 bail that the courts demand. 
While there were 18 windows broken, one 
person broke 12 of them. Many people who 
witnessed the riot say that the police were 
agressive and were extremely violent once 
they arrested someone. One person from 
COBP who went to Quebec City for the 
weekend was amongst the 100 who were 
arrested. They were arrested at 4:00am June 


24th. There were 33 who remained detained 
until the afternoonoon June 25th. A member 
of COBP, who was amongst those arrested, 
was interogated at the police station for 32 
hours. At the police station everyone was 
denied access to a lawyer, those who were 
injured didn't have the right to see a doctor, 
and NO food was given to the prisoners. 
Some persons were taken to the prison 
Osain Ville within 8-9 hours, and others (such 
as our member of COBP) ended up there 
for more than a day. Amongst those who 
were detained (the 33 persons) were politi¬ 
cal activists. 

Here in Montreal. 

On the same night of the riot in Quebec 
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CLEANSING" & CREATE POLICE STATE 


City, there was two confrontations with the 
police here in Montreal, which the news re¬ 
fers to as a "riot". As in Quebec City, the street 
youth of Montreal have been continually ha¬ 
rassed in the week prior to the St. Jean- 
Baptiste holiday. The youth have already 
been chased out of green spaces such as 
Berri Square and Place Beaudry. Since the 
last few weeks they have congregated at 
Place Pasteur, which is about one block west 
of Berri Square. The police have been hand¬ 
ing out tickets for the youth (the majority who 
are punks) for sitting on the grass and tell¬ 
ing them they should be get the hell out of 
the area and go further east (read go to the 
poorer part of town). 

a) Montreal’s Place Pasteur - 

So on the evening of the 23rd they were 
again chased out of Place Pasteur and also 
Berri Square. The police intervened three 
times. At 10:30, 11:30 an 12:30. When the 
youth were chased out they started walking 
west (read richer part of town) and then the 
confrontation really started up. During this 
event there were two members of COBP who 
were doing Copwatch. The group of youth 
that "rioted" was only 15 in number, and ac¬ 
cording to witnesses, were very political. In 
the course of smashing 18 windows some 
of them denounced the capitalism, the state, 
etc. A half an hour later the 15 having left, 
the riot police arrived again, this time circling 
the whole block an arresting 42 people. 
These people had (at least for the most part) 
nothing to do with the "riot". Also during the 
moment when these people were circled by 
the police another member of COBP arrived. 
When she saw what was happening, she 
wanted to see the other two members of 
COBP, who were under arrest. The police 
stopped her by pushing her on the ground. 
Then when she tried to get up a cop held out 
his billy club, holding the ends of it with his 
two hands. When she grabbed the billy club, 
another cop (a woman cop) approached and 
hit her hand with her club, breaking it. 

On the 25th members of COBP as well 
as many activists filled the court house when 
the accused appeared for their charges.The 
police accused those arrested with riot and 
mischief charges.The prosecutor didn't 
agree. The charge laid are illegal gathering. 
The bail conditions are -do not communicate 
with any co-accused, -do not participate in 
any demo or public gathering. A public gath¬ 
ering is any gathering of more than 4 per¬ 
sons. The trial is schedule for August 27th. 


b) Montreal's Jeanne-Mance Place - 
the next day, June 24th 

COBP went to do Copwatch at Square 
Berri between 10:30-11:00. They were po¬ 
lice all over the place. At each entrance they 
were a minimum of 8 police officers plus 
police cars that passed by every 2 minutes. 
Please Note that this isn't a large park. This 
member of COBP left the place, because it 
was TOO HOT. Being that 3 members of 
COBP have already been arrested, and one 
having being injured by the anti-riot police, 
she thought it better to take precautions. 
Shortly after she went to Place Pasteur. 
There she saw 15 cops that were located 
there. The cops emptied the place with ver¬ 
bal intimidation. When they returned to 
Square Berri around 1pm, there were no 
cops. So the member of COBP (plus other 
citizens who do copwatch), thought that this 
was strange so they went to another Hot 
Spot. They went to Place Jeanne-Mance. 
Our comrade of COBP didn't see what hap¬ 
pened, however the first letter published 
describes what happened. The second let¬ 
ter that follows is about the "riot" in Montreal 
on the 23rd. These letters appeared in "The 
Mirror" an English language entertainment 
weekly 

Party Crashers 

We have just witnessed a "riot" that was 
started at the Tam Tam site and spread to 
the corner of Mont Royal and du Parc. We 
would like people to know that the "riot" was 
provoked by police officers and NOT the 
small amount of teenagers and onlookers 
present. 

Hera is the sequence of events: 

Three of us walking a dog were cross¬ 
ing from Parc Jeanne-Mance when we saw 
approximately 40 riot-equipped police lined 
up at the pedestrian path. There was a small 
and unthreatening crowd which stood before 
them-maybe 15 CEGEP aged youths inter¬ 
acting with the cops about 100 onlookers 
such as ourselves. Aside from the odd taunt¬ 
ing remark the youths were doing nothing 
which could be taken to constitute the insti¬ 
gation of a riot, i.e. they wanted to have fun. 

' cops, on the other hand, formed an "L" For¬ 
mation, blocking the trafic on du Parc. 

Then we heard a sound which re¬ 
sembled a single gun shot. Suddenly they 
rushed at the youths, who ran away in com¬ 
plete panic. Several of the youths were struck 
with batons. One was pushed from behind. 
This pattern was repeated several times, with 
the cops standing, the shots sounding and 


the sporadic charges towards non-violent 
youths. It got really out of hand when the 
skirmish line reachd the corner of Mont-Royal 
and du Parc, as some cops actually entered 
the park to attack youths who seemed to 
want nothing more than to get out. It was at 
this point that we decided to leave Jeanne- 
Mance Park out of fear for our safety. 

There would have veen no "riot" if there 
had been no riot squad present. The cops 
were clearly looking for a confrontation. 

We have travelled to a number of cities 
where we have seen the local police on duty, 
and it is only in Montreal that the police regu¬ 
larly display such a strident, power-tripping, 
macho attitude. Police in crime-ridden New 
York actually look casual and approachable, 
while Montreal cops look cold and way too 
pumped up for their own good. Incidents like 
this do nothing to better the already weak 
relationship between the MUC police and the 
public. This does nothing to raise the hopes 
of urban youth who already have enough 
despair. It is incidents like this which show 
that all the police serve is their union, all they 
protect is their egos.

We Had a RIOT 

On St. Jean Baptiste night, the highlight 
of East Montreal's Grandes Rencontres was 
a group of six young musicians, Perdu I'Nord. 
In a tent bursting with four generations, Perdu 
I'Nord performed tradional Quebecois songs- 
complete with "des claquettes," (tap shoes) 
"le violon", bongo drums and electric guitar. 

A large group of teens swung to reels a 
bopped to the rap version of an old-tune. I 
thought of an expression I often used to 
describe a good party: "We had a riot" 

Back downtown, though, there was an¬ 
other type of riot. As my friend and I turned 
onto Ste-Catherine, a half-dozen or so police 
towered over a punk sprawled facedown he 
was alone. We were ordered out of the area. 
My friend was quietly livid; for two years she 
has watched punks being harassed by the 
police. I felt the young man needed a witness. 
At the corner, helmeted men and women 
formed a solid line. They advance until they 
met the other half of the power patrol. 

This morning I think about the young 
people step-dancing at the Marche de 
Maisonneuve and also of those searched by 
the "tactiques" (tactics) squad. This is the 
closest I've come to a police state, and I have 
travelled on four continents.

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Basqueland. Association BALADRE translated, pub¬ 
lished and distributed the Spanish edition of the book, 
“Food Not Bombs, How to Feed the Hungry and Build 
Community.” This translation, “Comidas, no 
bombas,” as well as “Contra la Europa del capital,” 
by professor Ramon Fernandez Duran were sug¬ 
gested reading for a conference on the social and 
economic effects of the Maastricht Treaty and Euro¬ 
pean economic unity. 

This conference was organized by a coalition 
of groups from all over Europe that included Zambra 
and Association BALADRE. They met in Murcia, 
Spain from October 28 through November 1, 1996 
to consider an organized response to globalization. 
This summer Association BALADRE attended the 
European-wide conference and resistance to the 
Maastricht Treaty, the International Monetary Fund, 
the World Bank in Amsterdam, The Netherlands. 
Thousands of people protested outside the Commis¬ 
sion on European Economic Unity clashing with the 
Amsterdam police. One group of Italian activists ar¬ 
rived in Amsterdam on a train they had taken overjn 
Italy. They refused to pay the train fare or show their 
passports claiming Free Trade should be everyone’s 
right. Association BALADRE will share these and 
other stories about resistance to corporate exploitation. 

Association BALADRE will show their power¬ 
ful video, “50 years is enough,” and will report on the 
European activists’ response to economic and so¬ 
cial globalization. There will also be a theatre per¬ 
formance, free vegetarian food and a low-watt Free 
FM Radio station that will broadcast the program and 
other radio documentaries on globalization. Punk 
performance artist SETH will blast out his powerful 
anti-corporate music that will inspire the audience to 
take direct-action against the system of exploitation. 

The corporations do not recognize national bor¬ 
ders, so people organizing against corporate exploi¬ 
tation must also work to erase national boundaries. 
The Menu, a newsletter published by Food Not 
Bombs, is sponsoring the October/November 1997 
North American tour. If your college activity fund, 
organization or union local can support this visit to 
your community, it would be a big help.

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McLibel Trial Closes with International Protests 


By Dave Massie 

On June 19, after some 314 days, the 
McLibel trial, often a focus of much drama 
and interest drew to an exciting close, the 
judge-Mr. Justice Bell giving his verdict. 
Ruling in McDonalds favor, in his opinion li¬ 
bel in some instances proven, McDonalds 
believe their bringing of an action against 
London Greenpeace members Helen Steel 
and Dave Morris, to have been vindicated. 
However, on several important points, Mr. 
Justice Bell also ruled that the factsheet 
“What’s wrong with McDonalds”, of which the 
libel action was the product of, to be in part 
true. 

It was found that for the animals from 
which McDonalds food is produced, the con¬ 
ditions of rearing and slaughter were cruel. 

According to the judge, McDonalds does 
exploit its workforce, paying them only low 
wages. 

Boasting the important nutritional ben¬ 
efits of their food, McDonalds advertising was 
found to be misleading, evidence given prov¬ 
ing the contrary to be true. 

McDonalds was also said to have de¬ 
liberately targeted children in their advertis¬ 
ing. Their thought plan, was hoping the chil¬ 
dren would pester their parents to take them 
to McDonalds. 


On the 21st, two days after the verdict, 
and as part of an international victory day of 
action called by the McLibel Support Cam¬ 
paign, protests took place around 500 
McDonalds stores around Britain, as well as 
in other countries.

Losing on other points only on techni¬ 
calities, the judge felt no casual link between 
a McDonalds diet and the destruction of tropi¬ 
cal rainforest and third world hunger had 
been proven. However, because of the na¬ 
ture of the case, that Helen and Dave must 
prove fully the statements made in the 
factsheet, their failure to support these claims 
does not prove them to be false, only that 
supporting evidence could not be shown. 

In statements made prior to the trial, 
McDonalds said Dave and Helen were liars, 
they in response issuing a counter claim, 
asking that McDonalds must prove such an 
allegation. Though accepting that this criti¬ 
cism was unjust, the judge felt it was made 
only in response to criticisms of McDonalds, 
not supporting the counter claim. 

E60,000 damages was awarded to 
McDonalds, though they have said they shall 
not pursue Dave and Helen for the money.

NEW FROM THE BIG WILD 

A Cove/Maltard '97 Update 

The summer of 1997 has seen several 
significant developments in the campaign to 
end the Cove/Mallard timber sales, and has 
proven once again that the ability of the le¬ 
gal system to rule justly is far inferior to the 
power of people committed to finding justice. 

After sitting on the powerful Cove II law¬ 
suit until the brink of the legal logging sea¬ 
son, Idaho District Judge Boyle ruled against 
the Idaho Sporting Congress and environ¬ 
mental sanity by rejecting the lawsuit. The 
ISC then filed for an injunction pending ap¬ 
peal so that the destruction of the Cove/Mal¬ 
lard area might be delayed until the environ¬ 
mentalist have had their full day in court, but 
that appeal was also denied. The last legal 
remedy at this stage is a full hearing in front 
of the 9th circuit which is scheduled for Janu¬ 
ary of 1998. In the interim, the courts have 
done nothing to protect this vital piece of the 
lower 48’s last Big Wild. 

While the lopsided wheels of justice have 
been stuck in the same old rut, committed 
citizens have gotten busy, putting themselves 
between the chainsaws of the U.S. Forest 
Service and the forest. 

On June 15th as the protection of elk 
calving season expired, two brave souls 
perched in tripods, blocking the logging road 
to one of the sales. The protesters remained 
for three days before being finally plucked 
with a cherry picker, and sent off to jail. 


WILD ROCKIES FREE STATE 

Others declared the 4th day of July a 
“Forest Independence Day” and set up a 
blockade on the road to the Jack Creek tim¬ 
ber sale. The blockade—which at this writ¬ 
ing is into its 33rd day—is and impressive 
sight. Several activists stay in structures 35 
feet off the ground which are designed to 
make law enforcement to risk the activists’ 
lives if they wish to extract them. Others are 
locked to cement barrels buried in the road. 
They say they will be safe as long as the 
Forest Service leaves them—and Cove/Mal¬ 
lard—alone. Timber workers have said their 
bosses want them to start work on the area 
“soon,” but so far no move has been made 
to oust the activists, a process which, once 
begun, promises to drag on for several days. 

The blockaders, many of whom have 
been on the road for more than a month, are 
fatigued of their self-imposed confines, but 
commited to staying there until the U.S. For¬ 
est Service agrees to their demands. They 
fill their days with the logistics of camp life, 
collecting firewood, cooking, repairing torn 
clothes, and fortifying their blockade. “There 
are much prettier places to camp in this for¬ 
est than on the Forest Service’s stupid roads, 
“ said Robert Carter, 27 of Boise. “But that’s 
the point. Putting roads into this place is in¬ 
sane. When the Forest Service starts see¬ 
ing this place as more that just a bunch of 
money trees, maybe we’ll go on a real vaca¬ 
tion.”

We all 
compromise but it's my strong belief 
that people making a living off it, 
crosses the limit. 

HC/punk is-for lots of people that 
get into it for the first time-a 
music-scene| music and the ways it 
is presented and handled is very 
directive for those people. I mean, 
if they see it’s bein’ handled in a 
way different from the mainstream it 
can show them the way to an alterna¬ 
tive way of thinking and living. If 
they see this scene is copying the 
capitalist ways of promoting and 
s e lling, t he compe t it ion , the y won' t 
change the attitudes spoonfed to them 
already by the system.

My interest in self-sufficiency was 
first by the DIY attitude of early eight¬ 
ies punk scene as well as my introduc¬ 
tion to the work of Aleister Crowley 
around the middle of that wretched de¬ 
cade. I was actively seeking something 
without having any idea as to what the 
hell it was. I wanted to form a band, 
that much I did know. I wanted to per¬ 
form the rituals that I was reading about, 
but I couldn’t put my finger on any spe¬ 
cific motives behind my desire. It was 
nearly a decade before I finally took 
one of Crowley's most profound state¬ 
ments to heart. “Do What Thou Wilt... 

My college studies didn't do much 
more than cloud my vision. I was con¬ 
stantly making things more complicated 
for myself. I majored in alcohol con¬ 
sumption and had a split minor in Art 
and English. Even though I never gradu¬ 
ated, I was transformed into another 
typical over-educated and pompous ass 
that our colleges seem to pump out in¬ 
cessantly. Out in the real world, I 
realized that the regular Joe had in¬ 
sights with which I was entirely unfa¬ 
miliar, things that I could never learn 
in school. I actually had to unlearn 
some of the things they had taught me in 
college to that I could regain my focus. 

I know that I would have to acquire my 
practical skills before I could ever 
pursue my goals. 

I calmed my ego. Narcissism is the 
enemy of creativity. But suddenly, ev¬ 
eryone seemed hateful to me, as if by 
loving outwardly, they would somehow 
dwindle their own inner strength. This 
attitude seems to generate a lot of the 
general apathy that we feel towards each 
other. We are all too busy thinking 
about ourselves to give a shit about 
anyone else. 

Finally, I accepted the fact that in 
everything I did, I alone was respon¬ 
sible. Success or failure depended en¬ 
tirely on my own resolve. Our modern 
civilization has undermined society's 
standards, which are primarily based on 
how much money they can make when it s 
not being based on the color of their 
skin or their religion. I pick the people 
that I spend time with according to my 
work. People who show respect for my 
efforts, and especially the rare bird 
that might actually contribute something 
to it is always a welcome addition to my 
life, but there's nothing that turns me 
off more than a lazy, leechy person. I 
am happy to pass a bit of time with 


anybody who does not compromise that I 
consider my purpose in life. Most people 
seem to be entirely incapable of showing 
this courtesy, which should be common 
and to which everyone is due. Those 
people have dropped out of my life like 
so many dead flies. 

Coming to terms with the nature of my 
existence was not an easy task. It took 
me all thirty years, which means that I 
probably wasted a number of them. Now I 
constantly question myself. Why am I 
doing this? What should I try to learn 
next? When I thought I had it all pegged, 

I realized that my purpose wasn't a con¬ 
stant, that it displayed a natural sort 
of flucuation over time. life never 
stays the same and neither do we. This 
is a general delusion that we hide be¬ 
hind generated by the powers that be. 
In any undertaking, there are obstacles. 
The reasons that anarchy fell right into 
place for me, on this note, is because 
when we pursue our own personal goals, 
it necessitates coming up with our own 
sets of rules and regulations by which 
to accomplish them. For example, the 
goals of my government are definitely 
not in accord to my own. 

It is hard sometimes not to fall into 
complete pessimism over the state of 
things. But as I watch the world devour 
itself, I can't help but feel that we 
must be protected somehow. It's like 
we're all living some sort of charmed 
life without even realizing it. How 
else do we escape our self-destruction 
by such narrow margins again and again 
and again? In relative terms, our spe¬ 
cies hasn't really been here very long. 
I think that whatever humanity was put 
here to achieve is a project still in 
it's infancy. 


state of things? At least half the blame 
lies on we the people. We have chosen 
to apply our knowledge in the worst of 
ways. You can't really blame the tele¬ 
vision set for it's wretched, inane pro¬ 
gramming because that is what we respond 
to.

You can't really blame 
the automobile for polluting the air un¬ 
less you ride a bike to work. How about 
the petroleum keeping down hemp seed oil, 
the perfect fuel, as an alternative to 
gasoline?

Once I realized that I would never be 
able to go through common channels to 
accomplish my tasks, I felt a little 
lost.

The music that my wife and I 
were putting together would never be heard 
unless we could put it out ourselves. I 
was greatly inspired when I received tapes 
in the mail for kids who recorded their 
bands in bedrooms with boom boxes. It 
meant that whether or not we had money 
was a moot point because we could still 
be heard and we didn't have to live up 
to anybody's standards but our own. 

For as long as I could remember, I 
dreamed of being a comic book artist. I 
went to school, but I spent more time 
worrying about how the hell I was ever 
going to get into a real art school than 
learning. I thought that I needed some 
fancy diploma to do comics as well as 
some big corporation. It may be a Xeroxed 
piece of shit, but it's all mine. I 
will never again bend over and beg some 
fuckhead to strip away my creative dig¬ 
nity. This Path of Freedom led me di¬ 
rectly to my next conclusion.

AMERICAN CITIZENS: WATCH YOUR BACK. UNCLE SAM LURKS.

From birth until death, we are force- 
fed patriotism. In school, as children, 
we are taught of oppressive governments, 
which when a person speaks out against 
the state they are kidnapped, impris¬ 
oned, or killed. We are taught to ap¬ 
preciate the political freedom bestowed 
upon us in the United States. However, 
as far as the truth is concerned, that 
appreciation is built upon stones of in¬ 
stitutionalized ignorance. Those who 
glorify this nation cannot see past the 
glossed over, shiny product of bureau¬ 
cratic hypocrisy and the global imperi¬ 
alism of the American monster. Those 


who defy this empire are plucked out of 
line with the hand of our secret police. 

During the 60's era of social up¬ 
heaval and public backlash, an all-out 
war was fought against political free¬ 
dom in the U.S. by the ever trustful and 
always deceiving Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation. Targeting many of the radi¬ 
cal political groups of the 60's era 
such as the Black Panther Party and the 
American Indian Movement, the FBI proved 
successful in their efforts to stifle 
leftist activities within our nation. 

First cultivated in the early 1940's 
by the infamous J. Edgar Hoover (former 
director of the FBI) were are series of 
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operations called COINTElPRO's (Counter 
Intelligence Programs) designed to de¬ 
stroy political organizations which were 
considered subversive. Nearly all the 
tactics employed by the Bureau were il¬ 
legal, unprovoked, and highly criminal, 
ranging from campaigns of disinformation 
to outright murder and assassination. 

One of the first groups to feel the 
tight grip of the FBI's reign of terror, 
was the Socialist Worker's Party (SWP). 
At the time, 1961, socialists were earn¬ 
ing places on ballots and gaining re¬ 
spect as legitimate candidates by the 
American public, until the FBI took the 
SWP name off the ballots and eliminated 
andy chance of the SWP to hold office. 

As time went on, the Bureau expanded 
COINTElPRO's to many more and much larger 
political factions. One of the most 
well-known groups disrupted by the FBI 
was the Black Panther Party (BPP). Work¬ 
ing to unite African-Americans and cre¬ 
ate strong black neighborhoods, the BPP's 
militant stance on black liberation was 
classified as subversive and thus expe¬ 
rienced some of the hardest hits ever 
exerted during a C0INTE1PB0. Although 
the Black Panthers fell victim to 
COINTElPRO's many times, the following 
are just a few examples of the FBI's 
activities. 

In a careful and precise effort, the 
FBI provoked the US (United Slaves) Or¬ 
ganization- another black liberation 
group which once worked together with 
the BPP— to engage in a physical attack 
on the BPP, which resulted in the murder 
of two Black Panthers (Bunchy Carter and 
Jon Huggins) on January 17, 1969. Let¬ 
ters were sent to the BPP by the FBI in 
the name of the United Slaves Organiza¬ 
tion- bashing the Panthers and creating 
a tension between the two groups. The 
FBI would send letters to the US Organi¬ 
zation in the name of the BPP, exacer¬ 
bating the already strained relations. 
Assortments of cartoons and pamphlets 
were distributed by the Bureau- each of 
them slandering the other group. The 
FBI had divided the two groups, once 
strongly unified, because they saw the 
threat of a solidarity between the ac¬ 
tive political groups, the government 
cannot afford to have an actual unified 
resistance in this country. The mur¬ 
ders, the letters, and the fliers com¬ 
pletely disrupted the two groups and thus 
marked another victory for the FBI. 

An FBI agent by the name of William 
O'Neal infiltrated the Chicago BPP by 
falsely posing as a Black Panther and 
rose up to the rank of Chief of Secu¬ 
rity. He became a personal bodyguard to 
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Fred Hampton, the promising nineteen year 
old leader of the Chicago BPP. O'Neal 
provided police with an intricately de¬ 
tailed floorplan of Hampton's apartment, 
which was used to conduct a destructive 
raid on December 4th of 1969 upon Fred 
Hampton's dwellings. The night of the 
raid, O'Neal successfully drugged 
Hampton's Koo1-Aid, sedating him into 
helplessness. At 4:30 am, two armed 
squads busted down the doors of the apart¬ 
ment and proceeded to execute a sleeping 
man named Mark Clark, who died instantly 
with a point-blank blast into his chest. 
Then, a young lady named Brenda Harris 
was shot and killed. Finally, they went 
for Fred Hampton, who was in the exact 
position described in O'Neal's floorplan. 
A total of forty-two bullets were blown 
through Hampton’s skull. 

These unprovoked assaults on the Black 
Panther Party, and many other groups not 
mentioned, are nothing more than a bla¬ 
tant attack on freedom. The United States 
government will not allow any opposi¬ 
tion to the underlying fascism of its 
foreign and domestic policies. And when 
that opposition becomes too strong, they 
deny us the rights to stand up against 
the status quo. Our government under¬ 
stands that the people have the full 
capacity to take back the power, and is 
frightens them to death. 

During April of 1971 > J. Edgar Hoover 
claimed to officially terminate the 
COINTELPRO's in order to “avoid embar¬ 
rassment to the Bureau", but only after 
the atrocities had been made clear to 
the American people and had drawn con¬ 
siderable public outrage. However, there 
is painful evidence that the legacy still 
continues, as groups like Earth First! 
(militant environmentalists) are being 
subjected to car bombings in the same 
fashion as a traditional COINTELPRO. 

So, is this America? Have the ashes 
of freedom been buried along with the 
scorched remains of those who rose up 
against oppression? What does it mean to 
be patriotic when dissidents are gagged 
into silence by the threads of our flag 
and beaten into submission by Uncle Sam 
himself? Freedom has taken on a whole 
new meaning. Just keep your mouth shut 
and you'll be safe.

MAKING; ANIMA1 EIGHTS A THEEAT AGAIN 


(An Interview With Activists From S.O.A.R.) 
S.O.A.R. (Student Organization for Animal 
Rights) was formed three years ago to fulfil 
the Twin Cities need for a civil-disobiedience, 
pro-direct action, animal rights group. Since 
S.O.A.R. began, they have been responsible 
for heightening public awareness of animal 
rights issues. It’s Saturday, August 9, 1997 
at 3 o’clock. We are outside of the Olmsted 
County Adult Detention Center in Minnesota 
doing jail support for the 4 activists that have 
just been arrested for protesting the National 
Trappers Associations’ 4 day convention. 
KIM: Even though I was there, why don’t you, 
Joolie, tell about what happened 
today. 

JOOLIE: This was an action with 
activists coming from as far as 
Seattle and Ohio to disrupt the 
annual N.T.A. conference. Basi¬ 
cally, it’s a gathering with over 
1,000 trappers from all over the 
country to demonstrate more ways 
to torture and kill animals for their 
fur. This is a group who is not 
swayed by pamphlets or bloody 
pictures. They are the ones who 
supply the animals for these 
bloody pictures. They are the ones 
out there killing. Our focus today 
was not to leaflet, but to try and 
shut them down. 

KIM: So once we arrived at the 
N.T.A. convention explain exactly 
what we did Laurie. 

LAURIE: 30 of us marched with 
banners and posters, chanting to¬ 
ward the main entrance of the 
campground. Once we got there, 
the chanting and energy esca¬ 
lated. We randomly blocked cars 
and laid down in the road. 

KIM: Cars, mostly Ford trucks, had 
to turn away. The security, which 
were volunteers from a hunting as¬ 
sociation, attempted to push us 
out of the way, but we kept the 
pressure on. After 30 minutes the 
cops showed up. I was videotap¬ 
ing all this at that time. 

LAURIE: There were 2 arrests at that en¬ 
trance when cops forced us towards the side¬ 
walks. 

JOOLIE: One activist was punched by a cop 
and thrown onto the hood of a cop car. Un¬ 
fortunately, for the cops, this only made us 
stronger. We got all the badge numbers and 
names. After a while we moved the protest 
around the corner to a blocked off entrance 
where tables of dead animal skins were on 
display. 

KIM: 2 more activists were arrested at this 


time. One cop had a canine on us, making 
threats that the dog would bite us if we did 
not comply with his orders. 

JOOLIE: The charges for the 4 activists 
range from Disorderly Conduct to Assault 
(Assault for the activist who was brutalized 
by the cop). 

LAURIE: It is typical for furriers and fur trap¬ 
pers to have a violent reaction to our dem¬ 
onstrations. Security guards had to hold back 
a few of the trappers. 

KIM: O.K. Let’s hear about other recent 
S.O.A.R. activities. 

LAURIE: On July 20th, 8 of us traveled to 


Green Bay, Wisconsin, and worked with 
other activists from Green Bay, Oshkosh and 
even Ohio, to blockade one of Green Bay’s 
slaughterhouses. There were 3 entrances to 
the slaughterhouse. We had 2 “octopus for¬ 
mations” stationed at each of the first 2 gates. 
An “octopus formation” is where 4 or 5 
people have U-locks connected to their 
necks around each other in a circle or locked 
to a center U-lock, lying down and spread 
out. So we did that once we saw a truck with 
cattle approach the slaughterhouse. Before 


that it was a regular protest. The word got 
out about our demonstration before we even 
got there. Actually, there are 2 slaughter¬ 
houses in Green Bay. So the 2 slaughter¬ 
houses were blocked off with Semi’s and 
security in fear of what we were going to do. 

8 were arrested and charged with Disorderly 
Conduct. Media coverage was massive and 
positive, because there hadn’t been this in¬ 
tense of an action before in Green Bay. 

KIM: All this happened a few weeks before 
the big Mall Of America incident, right? 
JOOLIE: Right. Because of a recent court 
ruling in a case against 4 S.O.A.R. activists 
leafletting against fur at Macy’s inside of Mall 
Of America, that made the common areas 
of M.O.A. public property due 
to city money that helped build 
it, S.O.A.R. staged a protest. 
With the 62 page judges deci¬ 
sion in hand, 20 S.O.A.R. ac¬ 
tivists protested inside the 
M.O.A. in front of a Macy’s en¬ 
trance. We were immediately 
greeted by tons of security, but 
we continued to hold signs and 
leaflet the growing crowd. A cop 
falsely arrested 6 activists on 
criminal trespass charges. 
They said we had to ask for per¬ 
mission, but you never have to 
ask permission to protest in a 
public place. That wraps up 
Mall Of America. 

KIM: Future actions are con¬ 
stantly planned at S.O.A.R. 
meetings. They are every Tues¬ 
day at 7pm on the third floor of 
Coffman Union at the U of M, 
east bank campus. Tell me 
S.O.A.R.’s stance on the A.L.F. 
(Animal Liberation Front). 
JOOLIE: S.O.A.R. is totally 
supportive of any action taken 
for the animals done under the 
guidelines of the A.L.F. The 
guidelines are that no physical 
harm comes to human or non¬ 
human animals. DISCLAIMER: 
S.O.A.R. does not participate in 
or encourage those actions, but 
we totally support them. The A.L.F. activists 
are people who risk their freedom for animal 
liberation in actions from grafitti to labora¬ 
tory and mink farm raids, to burning animal 
abusive businesses down. For more infor¬

I would like to let PE and it’s reader 
know what kind of shit goes on behind 
the walls of N.Y. state prisons. 


About a year ago. I was given 
a disciplinary ticket, charging 
me with, ‘unauthorized ac- 
\\\ tivities/organizations’. The 
admin, here hates punks. I 
was found guilty and given 
60 days in ‘the box’. That 
is 23 hours a day locked 
down. White I waft in the box. I 
witnessed the guards, three of them, 
beat the fuck out of a hand cuffed in¬ 
mate. That inmate ended up dying. The 
guards said that he kilted himsetf and 
the case was dropped. The inmate had 
numerous broken bones and fractures, 
his batts were crushed and neck bro¬ 
ken. How the fuck could he have killed 
himself? The guards are still working 
here. 

Another incident that I witnessed was 
an inmate going into convulsions. The 
guards on the unit watched him for quite 
some time before contacting the medi¬ 
cal dept. That inmate also died. Again, 
the guards are stilt working here. 

I have been held prisoner by the 
state going on seven years, I have three 
years left. I’m trying to just do my time 
and go home but I am getting to the point 
where, ‘enough is enough’! I’m tired of 
taking this bullshit. 

Well, I guess This is where I’ll end. 
Those who would like to write me. I’ll 
answer alt tetters.

I was into the hardcore scene dur¬ 
ing my “rebel without a due" teenage

years, during the mid-late 80’s. I still 
have alt my old vinyl from those days, 
bands like Black Flag, Dead Kennedys, 
Circle Jerks, DRI, GBH, Suicidals first 
atbum. Misfits, Minor Threat, you get the 
picture. I’ve even got the original 
P.E.A.C.E. comp that was reviewed in 
#32, booklet and all. 

Thing is, I got away from the scene. 
I’ve been leading the straight life, work¬ 
ing for a tiving until my incarceration. 
I’d stilt dust off that old vinyl now and 
then, but I was also listening to a lot of 
corporate metal and classic hard rock. 
Of course, anything “underground" has 
a place in my heart. 

It’s only been in the past few years 
(after heavy exposure to the bureau¬ 
cracy and the criminal justice system) 
that I’ve been able to grasp the politics 
I spouted so much of when I was 16. .I’m 
27 now; older, wiser, and ready to come 
back to the fold. 

I try to keep an open mind, and see 
that modern anarchism starts with lib¬ 
ertarianism-working within the system 
to abotish the system. Chaos might be 
great fun. but it accomplishes very tittte 
politically. There are a lot of things 
about the current anarcho-scene that I 
may not totally agree with, but mutual 
acceptance is the key, as long as we’re 
att working toward similar goals. 

Let me give you another example of 
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how fucked up the prison system is. The 
other day I was coming out of the chow 
halt when one of the guards decided to 
hasste me. I was in no mood for it, and 
mouthed oft pretty bad, but nothing per¬ 
sonal against him. Welt this jerk’s got 
me with my face to the wall and makes 
a racial comment. I give him a snappy 
comeback, then he calls me a coward! 

By this time he's got back-up flun¬ 
kies there, but I’M the coward. So I turn 
away from the wall to face him and ask 
who’s the coward. I didn’t make the 
whole 90 degree turn before 2 or 3 laws 
bodystammed me. 

Right, now I’m sitting in lock-up be¬ 
cause this asshole accused me of hit¬ 
ting him.

I’ll find 
that alt of his buddies lied for him, and 
I'll be screwed. And I was supposed to 
go home in 7 months!

Maybe someone could explain them to 
me. Things tike crust, straight edge, 
emo, the difference between grind, 
NYHC, and West coast HC. 

Most of the politico-economic issues 
I understand, but some of the musical 
stuff baffles me. 

That's atl for now. Hope to hear from 
any and alt interested parties soon.

Dear PE, 

The events which transpired today 
illustrate a “business as usual” day 
here. Approximately 7 years ago the 
Fifth Circuit for the United States Fed¬ 
eral Courts declared that it is legal to 
execute the mentally ill and mentally 
retarded. A Louisiana man had been 
on death row for many years. They 
could not execute him because without 
his psychotropic/anti-psychotic medica¬ 
tion he was not fit to be executed. But 
in a twist of the reading of the Constitu¬ 
tion, which says that no person can be 
tried and/or convicted for crimes when 
they are mentatty incompetent, as de¬ 
termined by physicians and psychia¬ 
trists, the Fifth Circuit Court gave it their 
Old South, Good 01’ Boy Racist inter¬ 
pretation. By extrapolation a person 
could not be executed if they did not 
know or understand the reason tor the 
‘punishment.’ But, in this particular 
case, the man in question did ‘under¬ 
stand’ his environment however only 
while under the influence of the ‘medi¬ 
cation.’ The court ruted that it was okay 
to medicate a person sufficiently to ren¬ 
der them ‘aware’ of actions occurring 
around and involving them. Or so 
fucked up and wasted that it didn’t mat¬ 
ter to them and they didn't exert emo¬ 
tive one way or another. 

We have several men here on Texas 
Death Row who are seriously insane. 
One man. whom I shall not name, re¬ 
fuses to bath, brush his teeth, shave or 
wear clothing. He screeches at all hours 
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for them. They have what’s referred to 
at an extraction team. Participants are 
‘volunteers’ culled from the duty roster 
of the largest male behemoths this side 
of the Dallas Cowboy football team. They 
wear flack vests, shin guards, steel toe 
boots, elbow guards, finger free gloves 
and helmets. You anarchist punks and 
squatters know them all too well. They 
come five or seven to a team and argue 
to participate. 

In minutes five of these bastards are 
lined up nut to butt at the celt door with 
a seargent, lieutenant and captain, a 
femate nurse and a male nurse who 
works here because, as he was crippled 
by 'criminal juveniles’ (his terminology), 
he sees to it that he gets revenge on 
every convict he comes into contact with* 
state sanctioned and compensated atti¬ 
tude. Reminds me of the kid who got his 
lunch money taken in grade school onty 
to become a pig and raid your house, 
laughing alt the while. 

All this just to get the man to the 
shower. Does he get treatment? Is he 
referred to reat psychiatrists? No on 
alt counts. They say he’s faking it. They 
say it’s easy for someone to babble and 
yell at the top and full extent of one’s 


off or grows appendages. It’s easy to 
be sane and yet do alt these things. This 
man is not so far out there that he even 
requires the medication, in their estima¬ 
tion. to render him aware of why he is 
here. To eventuatty murder him. In the 
mean time, he and the rest of us are bru¬ 
talized, dehumanized, and desensitized. 
We hew and cry to "get that crazy 
motherfucker out of here!!" When we 
shoutd be trying to get some help for the 
poor slob. 

These are yet more examples of the 
dehumanizing process transpiring with 
murderous intent behind your tax funded 
prison walls. Whether you pay taxes or 
not. this concerns you because the 1996 
anti-terrorism and Effective Death Pen¬ 
alty Act made it as easy as shit pie to 
put someone on Death Row. Texas is the 


worst offender of these so-called laws. 
You don’t have to kilt anyone to get here 
either. 

I am also writing in response to 
Donald Barrois’ letter in PE Summer Is¬ 
sue Part Two. #32. Donald got his ass 
kicked by 7 goons assigned to the hous¬ 
ing area where he is held in prison. I 
can’t speak nor vouch for the prompting 
and frequency of the ‘use of force’ exer¬ 
cises carried out in his stalag, but I can 
speak to the brutality and whip-ass tac¬ 
tics heretofore common on Death Row. 

I speak specifically about Texas 
Death Row, Ellis Stalag. where the men 
are housed. They rotate shifts three per 
day. Second shift has by and large the 
worst record Of any because their su¬ 
pervisors have a look away attitude and 
condone and cosign anything the guards 
do-bad or good, right or wrong. 

The technique derives from the policy 
that any time an inmate faces up to a 
guard, the guard can use the excuse that 
the inmate was threatening him and body 
slam him on the spot. But that’s as sani¬ 
tary as it gets. Atl Death Row inmates 
who do not ‘volunteer’ to stave for the 
state are held in close custody 22 hours 
per day. Outside exercise two hours per 
week day. Any time a non-slave DR pris¬ 


palms out to the sides. Try reaching 
behind your back and touch the tops of 
your hands together for an idea. Es¬ 
corted by two guards everywhere he 
goes. 

This hokey pokey routine is enforced 
even while being escorted a maximum 
distance of 85 feet down the run to a 
shower smatler than a broom ctoset. So 
white you’re walking down the run wear¬ 
ing your shower slides the guard behind 
says something invariably stupid, or, 
forbid, turn and look at the pig. Three of 
those four choices gets you beat to shit. 
So you’re down beneath at least two 
goons with their knees in your back and 
neck, getting all hoty shit beat out of you. 
But that’s not good enough. Because it's 
excessive and unnecessary use of force, 
hence illegal, the pigs have to justify and 
multiply their fun by yetting ‘FIGHT’ which 
brings pigs from alt directions like ants 
attacking an invader to the colony. Now 


that you’re wrapped up like a broken 
pretzel, bleeding, bruised and likely 
bones broken, they hold you there while 
a sadist supervisor gets his Girl Friday 
with a video camera. All the white they’re 
in chorus chanting "Stop Resisting, Stop 
Resisting...” Yeah right. 

Not unlike the Anarchist Behind Bars 
Mr. Barrois, you get a disciplinary write 
up, you’re automatically guilty, no mat¬ 
ter what. No matter the number of wit¬ 
nesses testifying to the facts. Your visit 
with the disciplinary hearing officer nets 
you solitary time, loss of all privileges- 
which includes all personal property, 
including your fan, no way to but com¬ 
missary, all books and zines GONE. No 
visits with anyone while you’re in the 
hole. 

Barrois summed up his letter ex¬ 
plaining that most people simply want to 
do their time and go home. Here on DR 
we aren’t doing numbers. When our ap¬ 
peals process is exhausted and the war¬ 
rant is served, the executioner gets paid. 

If by chance we get a new trial, every 
little infraction incurred during our stay 
is used against us in the most egregious 
way. What looks worse than a convic¬ 
tion while in prison than assaulting an 
officer? Killing one. But that depends 
on your perspective. Considering the 
nature of PE, it's safe to assume quite a 
few people the world round would advo¬ 
cate that. I am a nonviolent man and I 
do not condone physical violence of any 
form.

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RELEASING YOUR OWN RECORD 


Here at Profane Existence, we 
recieve requests on an almost daily basis 
from bands wanting to be on our record 
label. In response to this, we thought it 
would be a good idea to give some tips for 
the many bands since we simply don't have 
the time and money to help out. Putting 
out your own record is a lot more simple 
and inexpensive than most people realize. 
All in all, you can usually put out your 
own 7” with the total end cost being be¬ 
tween 80C to $1.20. This is especially 
true in the case of 7" records, especially 
if you are in a band where everyone is 
willing to put in a share of funds etc. 

Here's a step by step list of 
what it takes to do your own DIY record. . . 

RECORDING 

It's your option how far you want 
to go with recording- whether you want to 
go to a full 16 or 24 track recording 
studio, or do it at home on an eight or 
four track recording board. I've heard 
great recordings done on four or eight 
tracks. It all depends on how well you 
know how to twiddle the knobs. I've also 
heard really bad studio recordings. This 
obviously depends on how well the engi¬ 
neer knows what he or she is doing, and 
also depends on how well you corami cate the 
sound you're looking for. When looking- 
for a recording studio, ask other bands in 
your area that you like where they've re¬ 
corded. Then you'll get an engineer who's 
familiar with the sound you're looking 
for. If you're going to a new studio, 
maybe bring a tape of a band with a simi¬ 
lar sound to use as a reference. Most 
studios range in price between $15 and $50 
per hour depending on the engineer and the 
facilities. 

Some tips for when you go into 
the studio: Be on time (a lot of engi¬ 
neers start charging you from your 
scedualed start time, whether you're there 
or not). Be well rehearsed so you can 
nail your tracks as fast as possible. 
Record your tracks in the order that they 
will appear on your record. This saves 
editting time later. 

When you're ready to mix down, 
whether it's on D.A.T. (Digital Audio 
Tape), VHS cassette, or 1/4 analog tape, 
it saves confusion down the line by laying 
the songs down axactly as they will appear 
on the record. This means putting only 
the songs going on the record on the D.A.T. 
If you do other stuff during the session, 
mix it down on a seperate D.A.T. Also, 
lay the songs down with the exact time 
gaps between songs you want on the record. 

MASTERING 

Once you have a master copy of 
your recording, it's time to send it off 
to get mastered onto the metal plates that 
are used in the actual pressing of the 
vinyl. Most pressing plants can do this 
for you. However, it is sometimes better, 
for quality sake, to send it off to a 
place that specializes in this process. 


Once a place like this has completed the 
metal plates, they will immediately ship 
them off to the pressing plant of your 
choice. 

♦If you go to an independent mas¬ 
tering place like METROPOLIS MASTERING, 
you have to know where you are getting the 
records pressed. Work out the job details 
ahead of time with the pressing plant and 
give them a general idea of when to expect 
the plates. 

We use METROPOLIS MASTERING for all of our 
releases.

PRESSING PLANTS 

For 7"s, UNITED RECORD PRESSING 
is one of the cheapest and most widely 
used plants in the DIY scene. Labels from 
all over the world get their releases 
pressed there. 

The first pressing of any record 
will be the most expensive. This is due to 
the extra set up costs. 

You'll want to call up ahead of 
time to get exact price quotes and to ask 
them to send you templates & color infor¬ 
mation for the center label artwork (you 
send this directly to them). UNITED usu¬ 
ally wants half of the money up front and 
the remaining balance when the test 
pressings are aproved. 

ALBERTI RECORD PRESSING is a com¬ 
mon place to go for pressing an LP. (They 
also do 7"s but they cost more than UNITED). 
ALBERTI can also take care of covers and 
printed inner sleeves. Contact them for 
artwork requirements and details.

COVERS 

Again, it's your option how far 
you want to go with the packaging of your 
record, and how much you want to spend. 
Printing options range from a single sheet 
photocopied cover, to offset printing which 
offers a multitude of options between col¬ 
ors, sizes, paper texture and thickness, 
to totally DIY, hand-made covers where 
the sky is the limit. 

For printing, you can check local 
shops for estimates. But also keep in 
mind punk-run print shops like Punks With 
Presses and Newtown. They offer reason¬ 
ably rates and by supporting them, your 
keeping your money in the punk scene. 
Contact to them for their price lists and 
specifications. Another good thing to 
keep in mind is that the bulk of the cost 
for offset printing is the plating and set 
up charges. So it's a good idea to print 
more covers than you need at the time if 
you think you might be repressing. After 
a certain number of covers, you're basi¬ 
cally just paying for the paper.
